Electors who cast their vote at 


the election Apr. 1, without having 
it properly indorsed by the ballot 
clerks are subject to a fine of no: 
more than $300 or less than $50 or 
imprisonment of not more than six 
months in the county jail, according 
to the state laws, H. C. Buser, city 
clerk, announced Thursday. 


In the past it has been customary 


for an elector to walk into a booth, 
mark his ballot, hand it to one of 
the election officials and -walk out 
again. 
The 1'aw provides that i.he 


elector should hand the ballot to a 
clerk of election, have it marked by 
at least two clerks, and then place 
it in the ballot box, himself or her- 
self.This provision of the law is to 
avoid "stuffing" of ballot boxes. 


The 
Lowry-Gay 
election

which was concluded in circuit court 
Thursday morning demonstrated one 
point which should be of vital inter- 
est to every voter. It is that every 
voter should te sure that he is cast- 
ing his vote in legal form. 


The law provides thai every vote 
cast in person must be initialed by 
two ballot clerks; and that every 
ballot cast by mail shall be initialed 
by two election inspectors. The in- 
spectors of election shoulder the 
responsibility of initialing ballots 
sent by Mail. 


When you vote Apr. 1 look at 


your ballot before placing it in the 
ballot box—be sure it is properly 
initialed.

main without episcopal visitation or 
ministration so long as you refuse 
to follow my admonition and in ac- 
cordance with my counsel.

They had been 
advised Iby th« people who had had 
charge of the organization 
work 


of this cooperative live stock sales 
venture that the time was 
ripe 


to start receiving slock in the Mil- 
waukee yards. Quite a bit of pre 
liminary work had been done and 
it was understood that no less than 
40 memberships had been sold at 
$100 each, thus affording a work- 
ing capital sufficient to warrant re- 
ceiving live stock. 


Glocke and Grant (generally call- 


ed Henry and Jimmie) 'had been ap- 
pointed to the respective positions 
of secretary-treasurer and mana- 
ger. 'They were met by one of the 
organization and were handed 
3 


check for $650 to start business. 
This check, together with one for 
$100 
which- Mr. Glocke had brought 


down from Weyauwega in payment 
for his local association's member- 
ship, constituted the entire work- 
ing capital with which they weri 
vested. With live stock arriving in 
the Milwaukee yards 
that 
very 


morning consigned to the new firm 
and with only $750 with which to 
pay for it, what were they to do': 
Henry looked at Jimmie and Jim- 
mie looked at Henry. There 
#as 


only one thing to do—that was to 
do business and do it quick. 


They rented an 
office, 
bought 


some office equipment, hired most 
of the office force that had been 
employed by L. Spencer and 
pro- 


ceeded to get down to work. While 
the new office girl groomed a sec- 
ond hand typewriter of ancient ori- 
gin, 
Jimmie donned his overalls and 


boots and started to the pens 
to 


round up the stock that came in. 
Predictions were rife around 
the 


yards that the 
new organization 


would not last long. Grant associat- 
ed Jack Hirst with him and 
what 


one doesn't know about four-leg- 
ged animals the other does. They 
both know 
livestock, 
they 
both 


know how to sell it 
and 
neither 


knows how to quit. 


The sales agency was originallj 


an activity of the State Union oi 
the American Society 
of 
Equity. 


After it ha-d functioned 
a 
few 


months the new organization was 
incorporated as a separate entity. 
Therein, perhaps, lies the venture's 
success to a great extent. Parental 
ties were severed and the 
stock 


yard infant had to make its own 
way. J. J. Lamb, of near Pond du 
Lac, became president of the neiv 
organization. 


Dp you know Joe Lamb? He's a 
real farmer. He has a convincing 
way about him backed by -deep sin- 
cerity. When he talks to you and 
pulls his cap down a little, 
you're 


bound to listen and believe in him. 
He looks after the field work—tells 
the farmers how to get their stock 
lined up for shipment, 
and that 


sort of thing. 


The Equity Live Stock Sales As- 


sociation received about 1,300 cars 
of live stock at 
the 
Milwaukee 


Stock Yards during 1922. Not a 
bad start for 10 months? During 
the calendar year ending- Dec. 31st, 
1923, they received 2,240 cars of 
stock. Hogs and calves, particular- 
ly, were well sold by dealing direct 
with butchers in Milwaukee and 
adjoining territory. The 
Cudahy 


and 
Plankinton 
packing 
plants 


bought literally from the farmers' 
organization. Losses in 1923 were 
few and sales were good. 


The association closed its books 


a few days ago for the year' 1923 
and found that in addition to the re- 
mittances to thd member associa- 
tions at the time nf delivery of live 
stock, they could pay a six per cent 
stock dividend and over $11,000 in 
patronage dividends. 


At the close of the 1923 business 


'the Equity Live Stock Sales Associ- 
ation had over 75 local association 
members and had received stock 
from almost as many others. They

THE CABOTS REACH NORTH ' 


AMERICA 


While Columbus was waiting for 


the king and queen of Spain to de- 
cide about his first westward trip 
he received a letter from the king of 
England, Henry the Seventh. 


King Henry tola Columbus that 


"maybe" a fleet could be given him 
to sail "west to India." If the "may- 
be" had been a "surely" American 
history might have been different. 
As it was, Columbus was tired of 
"maybes," and did r.ot care to go 
to England, on a bare chance. 


After a while, King Henry heard 


that 
Columbus had sailed 
from 


Spain and had found land across 
the Atlantic. 1 am sure the king 
wished he had made a better offer 
to the sailor from Genoa. 


IB London at that time lived a 


family which had come from Ven- 
ice. 
The father was named John 


Cabot. 
He had three sons, one of 


them called Sebastian. 


John Cabot was a skilled seaman. 


The idea of reaching strange lands 
had long been in his head. When 
he learned 
that 
Columbus 
had 


"reached ndia" he was more eager 
than ever to see what he could do. 
Going to King- Henry, he said: 


"England should have a share in 


the trade of the east. Let me sail 
straight west to Cathay, then south 
to India." 


The king was glad to grant his 


request, and gave him the right to 
get ready a fleet of five ships. 


In 1497, about the time Vasco da 


Gama was sailing around the Cape 
of Good Hope, John Cabot reached 
the coast of North America. 
He 


and his sailors -were the earliest 
white men to reach the shores of 
the northern continent, except for 
the Northmen who had come almost 
500 years before. 


The coast of Labrador was reach- 


ed first. Then some time was spent 
coasting down the shores of what is 
now the United States. 


Sebastian Cabot appears to have 


been on this voyage. In later years 
he became perhaps ever greater as a 
sailor than his father. 
For many 


years he was in tlte service of Eng- 
land. He is said to haev sailed Eng- 
lish ship:; as far south as Florida 
and as far north as Hudson b»y.

Cut Vet Bureau Budget 


In Appropriation Bill 


WASHINGTON—A sharp reduc- 


tion in expenditures by the veter- 
ans' bureau, the shipping board and 
several other government agencies 
is proposed in the independent of- 
fices appropriation bill reported to- 
day to the house. The measure 
carries $398,416,890 or $103,324,486 
less than last year's appropriations 
and $241,741, less than budget'esti- 
mates. Of the total $349,065,000 
would go to the veterans' bureau, a 
reduction of $98,388,086 under a 
year ago. The shipping-board and 
Emergency Fleet corporation would 
be allotted $30,344,000 or $20,067,- 
500 less than a year ago. The bill 
provides $75,000 for President Cool- 
idge's salary, $16,000 for his trav- 
elling expenses, $93,520 for salaries 
and t>37,000 for contingent expenses 
in the executive office and $55,540 
for the pay of the White House po- 
lice.

TODAY'S RECIPES 


Drop Biscuits — One cup flour, 


one-half teaspoon salt, one and one- 
half tablespoons fat, one-third cup 
milk, two teaspoons baking powder. 
Grease the muffin-iiiis. Mix and sift 
the flo,'r, salt and baking powder. 
Cut in the fat -with two knives. 
Add the milk, gradually and mix 
•with a little stirring. 


Potato Scnp—Boii three potatoes, 


one onion, several stalks celery in 
salted water until 
tender. 
Rub 


through a sieve. Put, a large ta- 
blespoon of butter :'nto a saucepan 
add « little flour snd one pint of 
milk. Stir until hot and add strain- 
ed .potato mixture, season, let boil 
up, and serve. 


Fried Cheese Balls—Melt two ta- 


blespoons of 
butter 
and mix in 


thoroughly two tablespoons of flour 
and a few grains c.f cayenne. Then 
slowly add two-third" cup milk and 
make a creamy white sauce. Stir 
into this the slightly beaten yolks 
of two eggs and me *nd one-half 
cups chopped cheese. As soon as 
it begins to .soften take from the 
fire and turn into - shallow but- 
tered pan. When cold, shape into 
balls, dip in egg and crumbs and 
fry a golden brown in hot fat. 


Frozen Nat Custard — Mix one 
cup sugar with 
two tablespoons 
cornstarch 
and 
one-quarter tea- 


spoon salt,: add one cup cold milk. 
Stir the mixture,, ir.to three cups 
of scalding milk and cook 15 min- 
utes; stirring constantly. Then re- 
move from the fire, add gradually 
to the mixture, the beaten yolks of 
two «gg» and cook two minute* 


longer. 
Chill and flavor with one 


teaspoon of almonc* or rose extract. 
Add one cup ot finely chopped nuto 
and freeze in the usual way.

This is not the first 
time that a man when he has no other argu- 
ment to offer, with which to combat the facts, 
attempts to close the discussion on a subject 
which he "apparently" doesn't understand by 
questioning the sanity of those with whom he 
disagrees. 


Mr. Brindley wishes me to point out the dis- j 


tinction between earned and unearned incoma 
for taxation purposes. The difference is purely 
one of service. Earned incomes are for ser- 
vice rendered; unearned incomes are those re- 
ceived without service. 
Incomes for example 


received by farmers, laborers, 
business 
and 


professional men for service which they render 
are earned income. On the other hand, when 
incomes are received by the owners of mining 
property in the form of royalties or by the 
owners of valuable l..nd in cities as rent they 
are entirely unearned. The fact that the latter 
are required to give up a part o.' their incomes 
in the form of taxes only means that they have 
less unearned incomes than they would have 
otherwise. The amount which they are permit- 
ted to retain is unearned nevertheless.' Sound 
business policy demands that all such forms of 
unearned incomes should be used for the support 
of the government before a single penny of 
earned incomes is taken for that purpose. 


Mr. Brindley asks, how I would classify in- 


terest on invested productive capital. I would 
classify it as earned income provided that the 
investment itself -was earned. 
Under modern 


conditions we need capital almost as much a? i 
we need labor. 
The people who produce and 
i 


save capital are therefore as much entitled to ! 
compensation for the fapital which they sup- I 
ply to our industries as they arc for the per- i 
sonal work which they do. 
' 


I would like to add that the unearned in- 


comes from natural resources are almost 
all 


in the cities or they arc attached to our min- 
ing land or water power sites, very little is to 
be found in the fanning districts. 
There is, 


however, plenty of land inflation in farming 
sections. There is hardly an acre of unimprov- 
ed agricultural land in the. country that can be 
purchased at its use value, and at the same 
Lime there' arc perhaps a million farms in 
America that will not in a fair sale bring the 
cost of the improvements on such farms.

would, we could so administer our tax system, 
both state and national, that industry would 
be relieved of exorbitant taxation, and that our 
best anri most available land and other natural 
resources would be put to the best use and the 
benefits fairly and justly distributed among our 
actual producers.

to because there are plenty of other people who 


| are talking about those forms of unearned 


wealth. 
I will say, however, that so long as 


we Americans do not have the understanding 
to make an intelligent distinction in tax mat- 
ters between earned and unearned incomes and 
use this distinction as a means of cutting down 
taxes on industry and of making the best of 
our natural resources fivriiable to our produc- 
ers at fair prices, that all other efforts of the 
stale to help the farmers will be badly handi- 
capped.—Edward Nordman, Commissioner of 
Marketing.
